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Christmas—That Much Abused Word 


Just at this most appropriate time there is a wave of in- 


dignation—at least in the press—against that much 
word Christmas. With all that the word stands for it 


below: . 

Once again that ugly word begins to appear. 

In newspapers, and store windows, on billboards and 
even greeting cards it offends us. 

‘Xmas tree lane.’’ ‘‘Xmas celebration.’’ ‘“Xmas gifts.’’ 
‘‘Xmas greetings.’’ ‘‘Xmas cheer.’’ 

What’s cheerful about a word which has no bells in it? 
A word which substitutes ‘‘X’’ for Christ and robs the 
season of 1900 years of holy significance? A word which is 
a philological hunchback, as though a caroling angel had 
been outraged by an algebraic formula? 

That by its brevity ‘‘Xmas’’ is convenient in headlines 
and advertisements offers no excuse. There’s an honest 
Pagan word, ‘‘Yule,’’ for such purposes. It has an honor- 
able lineage from the Anglo-Saxon ‘‘geol,’’ the Swedish 
**jul’’ and the Middle-English ‘‘yol’’. There are no X- 
sinisters on its escutcheon. Its red blood is untainted by 
cheap journalese. Not only for cramped spaces is it a good 
word, but also for persons who may wish to dissent from 

} the religious meaning of Christmas, and who are cultured 
enough to dissent gracefully. 

To refer to the birthday of Christ as ‘‘Xmas’’ seems 
really as stupid as calling Washington’s birthday ‘‘Yday”’ 
‘or Lincoln's ‘‘Xday’’. Haven't we already enough alpha- 
betical absurdities in the government without corrupting 
a noble word like ‘‘Christmas’’? 

“‘Christmas’’ has a golden tone at once sublime and 
jolly. It suggests frosty rime on windowpanes and hearth 
fires blazing within. It triumphantly blends a bright star, 
exalted Glorias, and a lowly manger with steaming ket- 
tles, holly wreaths, and beribboned gifts around a glitter-
